SAIGON (AP) — Bob Hope s 
plane lost an engine, Billy Gra­ 
ham 
preached

Archbishop Terence J. Cooke 
arrived, each bringing a part of 
what Christmas is to U.S. troops 
in Vietnam. 
Hope, the 66-year-old comedi­ 
an whose topical one-liners have 
brought laughter to front-line 
GIs in three wars, shrugged off 
the failure of one of the four en­ 
gines on the U.S. Air Force C130 
that brought him and his 65 en­ 
tertainers to Saigon. 
“I heard a strange noise, the 
plane lurched and one of the 
four 
engines stopped,” 
Hope 
told a news conference after the 
plane landed safely. “I jumped 
into Rosie’s arms (Roosevelt 
Grier, the 300-pound former pro 
football star) and he held me 
and burped me twice.” 
Clad in white shoes and yel­ 
low pants and swinging a golf 
club, Hope later performed his 
first 90-minute show in 100-de­ 
gree weather at the Long Binh 
supply base 20 miles northeast 
of Saigon to an audience of 
30,000 that included U.S. Ambas­ 
sador Ellsworth 
Bunker 
aud 
Gen. Creighton W. Abrams, the 
U.S. commander in Vietnam. 
“This is the perfect time to 
come to Vietnam, now that the 
war has moved to Paris ” said 
Hope. “We know that the bomb 
halt is working. We flew over 
the Ho Chi Minh T^ail on the 
way here and nothing was mov­ 
ing—it was the worst 
traffic 
jam I ever saw.”

Editorially Spooking 
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The Christmas Message 


Christmas 
a symbol in a con­ 
stellation of symbols. The star, the 
manger, the shepherds, the tree, the 
Magi, the angel song in the winter sky 
above the little town of Bethlehem — 
and Santa Claus, and Christmas cards, 
and gift-giving, 
and 
tenderly 
un­ 
wrapping old friendships to renew old 
memories — all these are ritual, they 
are symbols. 
The sages knew the importance of 
symbols. But wise men have reminded 
us (knowing how readily the obvious 
is forgotten) that the symbol of a thing 
is not the thing itself. 
At Christmas, 
as 
we 
enjoy 
a 
multiplicity of symbols that touch our 
heartstrings, it is important not to 
forget what Christmas is a symbol of. 
Symbols, like Christmas ribbons, are 
on the outside of the package. Once 
a year is not too often to look inside 
Christmas. 
What is inside Christmas? 
Religion? Of course; but religion has 
many aspects and many meanings, 
so we need to be more specific. The 
central symbol of Christmas is not the 


concept of a God of vengeance, but 
the gentle image of the Babe. 
And the central message of Christ­ 
m as is “Peace on earth, good will to 
m en.” 
There are other translations. But to 
argue about which is best is to risk 
becoming preoccupied 
with 
words, 
which are symbols, and of losing sight 
of what they stand for. 
Inside Christm as, then, we find a 
message of love. Love other men, and 
be at peace with them. At Christmas 
we try, if we ever try. 
Another part of the same Christmas 
meaning is that there is goodness in 
men. To love men, if it means anything, 
is to love something in them that is 
good. 
This is our faith that we renew at 
Christmas time, the faith behind the 
symbol. We have faith in man, not 
for what he is, necessarily, but for 
what he can be. 
Only if there is something good in 
every man — something that is there, 
if we can find it or revive it — can 
there be peace on earth, good will 
among men.
